last-named gentleman niadea decided hit, 
he being a good speaker and able at all 
times lo interest his hearers. 
Both Dr. 


Garvin and Mr. Marsh made an excellent 
impression, and their temperate speeches 
were listened to with deep interest and 
repeatedly and enthusiastically applauded. 


In 
taking 
the chair Colonel Money 


spoke of the objects of the meeting. 


Colonel Honey said he was present by 


request. 
In a brief, but pointed address 


he represented to the audience the object 
for which the meeting had been called, 
and outlined thn points which would be 
discussed by the gentlemen who had been 
asked to speak to them. Ho acknowledged 
that he never could see the justice of ar- 
ticle Q^ection 1st, of the state constitution, 
whereby every person who was foreign 
born was obliged to own real estate be- 
fore he could vole,and he could not under- 
stand why Rhode Inland should stand out 
aloneaiiuuig all the oilier states mid restrict 
the rights of sulfrage. 
lie had carefully 


read the etjiuil rights platform or consti- 
tution and while approving some points, 
there was one, viz.:—the evident mean- 
ing of extending suffrage to women which 
he could not approve, and in view of this 
he did not think that he could consistently 
become n, member.aslie was averse lo ioiu- 
ing any organization, the entire platform 
of which he could not approve. 


The remarks oir Colonel Honey were 


conservative, free from all bitterness, and 
were of that thoughtful character which 
should possess every one who would look 
into tho reason of the objectionable clause 
in our constitution and accord to tlio 
makers honest purpose in the exercise of 
their very important functions. 


Dr. Gfirvin began his remarks by a 


brief historical review of iiie principle of 
equal rights as illustrated by thn origin 
of the American government. He showed 
that the Declaration of Independence was 
a reality—real to the men of '70 who 
fought seven years because British sub- 
jects upon this side of the Atlantic were 
denied equality in taxation with British 
subjects on Iho other tmla of llm Atlantic 
—real In the Democratic party of 
IH(H) 


who established white manhood sinTnigo 
and thus won K twenty-four years' lease 
of power under Jefferson, Madison and 
Monroe—real lo 
tlio llopnbliemi party 


which in 18(1(1 asserted tint principle of 
fiqnal political rights without regard to 
color and by that means also have gained 
twenty-four years' control of thn national 
government.

This, he said, was tho spirit of tho llf- 
leenth amendment of the national coii- 
ulitution which forbids discrimination un 
account of vote. 
But here a number of 


races wore lumped together under (lie 
term nationality and thus escaped the 
letter of that just amendment. 


Leading politicians in this state whoii 


reminded of their inconsistency in en- 
franchising the negro, but refusing the 
winie boon to n more intelligent class at 
homo, shako their heads and say, 'T!i:it 
was 11 grout mistake, now wo ant reaping 
the fruit!, of it in a solid South." "But 
when asked if they would have placed a 
property, or an educational qualification 
upon the blacks and not upon the whites, 
their answer has heon "No, but upon all 
alike/' In this reply they yield the whole 
question; such equality of quuliliciitimis 
is all that we ask here. 


How was our just and righteous end nf

Tim objective point of all our efforts 


should be tho legislature of lihoilo Island. 
It sadly needs a change. 
The amend- 


ment recently passed by that body, pro- 
viding, as it did, that a new constitution, 
if adopted in this state, must receive a 
thiee-lifths popular voto, was a disgrace 
to the General Assembly which passed it.

them at exorbitant prices certain large 
tracts of land adjacent to the 
colony, 


which they expected 
to unload on the 


company in spite of the fact that the 
company's lawyer declared that the title 
to the.land was defective. 


"What is the present condition of the 


culouy ?" 


"Aw good as could be expected in Ihe 


young colony that luia met with annoy- 
ances and misfortunes

three weeks ago, and there were then 
iifty-two children in attendance at the 
public school, which is not a very strong 
evidence of decay.
